Samuel  Phillips  once  said 
"Goodness  without  knowledge  is 
good  and  knowledge  without 
goodness  is  dangerous  —  it  is  the 
combination  of  the  two,  knowlege 
and  goodness  combined  together  that 
make  for  the  soundest  possible 
character."  It  is  with  this  in  mind  that 
the  PA  faculty  sets  out  each  year  to 
educate  the  "youth  of  all  quarters." 
The  job  of  the  faculty  has  come  down 
through  the  years  from  "forming  the 
morals  and  minds  of  youth"  to 
teaching,  coaching,  advising,  and 
bursting,  etc  .  .  .  ((All  of  the  above, 
however,  is  based  on  the  PA  faculty 
having  sound  mind  and  character  of 
its  own.) 

Fortunately,  for  all  of  us  there  are 
those  faculty  whom  we  like  and 
dislike,  frown  upon  and  smile  at,  think 
should  be  in  a  nuthouse  and  those 
whose  memories  we  hope  to  cherish 
forever.

It  is  probably  the  diversity  within 
PA's  faculty  that  makes  it  special.  Not 
only  are  there  the  boring  and  exciting, 
the  smart  and  the  not  so  smart,  the  tall 
and  the  short,  the  stern  and  the 
cordial,  but,  more  importantly  there 
are  the  ones  that  make  the  PA 
experience  memorable. 

Each  year,  like  the  student  body, 
the  faculty  goes  through  a 
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metamorphosis.  There  will  always  be 
the  Old  guard  —  Regan,  Allis,  etc 
.  .  .  —  that  keeps  the  body  solid.  But 
there  is  also  the  new  blood  that  keeps 
the  body  diverse  and  fresh.

So  it  is  the  growth  and  the  challenge, 
the  good  and  the  bad  moments  and 
the  unique  feelings  that  each  student 
has  that  make  up  the  relationship 
between  faculty  and  students  here. 

This  year  PA  has  said  hello  and 
goodbye  to  many  of  its  faculty.  We 
have  welcomed  Petey  and  Lou  and 
Phil,  as  well  as  the  triumvirate  in  the 
chapel  —  Reverend  Zaeder,  Father 


Hennigan  and  Rabbi  Gendler.  We 
have  said  goodbye  to  Jake  and  Mr. 
Sorota  and  Goody  —  perhaps  PA  will 
miss  him  the  most.  This  transcience 
must  be  expected. 

So  it  is  with  all  this  in  mind  that  the 
students  and  faculty  look  towards 
each  other  every  year.  At  times  it 
seemed  that  the  faculty  was  after  the 
students  and  vice-versa.  At  times  it 
seemed  that  students  and  faculty  lost 
touch  of  each  other  .  .  .  But  in  the 
long  run,  as  we  look  through  this  book 
years  from  now,  it  will  be  the 
enjoyable  moments,  the  moments  of 
growth  between  students  and  faculty 
that  will  linger  in  our  minds  .  .  .

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MUSIC 

This  year's  Music  has  been  very 
satisfying  for  all  those  involved.  The 
abundance  of  performances  and  the 
attendance  thereof  have  been 
surprising  and  pleasing.  All  the 
regular  musical  organizations  have 
been  augmented  by  many  student 
organized  groups,  all  of  which  have 


been  received  with  enthusiasm  and 
interest.  Godspell,  the  Folk  Festival, 
and  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  were  all 
completely  student  run  as  far  as  music 
is  concerned.  The  attitude  of  a 
somewhat  cliqueish  nature  which  has 
prevailed  in  the  past  years  was 
mutated  into  a  more  universal 
acceptance  that  inagurated  the 
concern  of  a  variety  of  persons,  who 
would  previously  have  been 
discouraged  to  perform. 


Performers  have  had  more  concern 
with  the  outcome  of  their  rehearsal 
than  with  the  aesthetics  of  the 
rehearsal  and  its  process.  Thus  the 
results  have  been  more  acceptable 
and  more  encouraging.  This  attitude 
has  transgressed,  therefore,  to  those 
less  apt  in  technical  ability  to 
complete  a  project  which  would 
encourage  further  improvement. 

Both  the  orchestra  and  the  chorus 
have  been  blessed  with  a  score  of  fine 
and  interested  musicians  who  have 
commenced  a  tradition  fine  concerts. 
The  band  seems  to  have  been  marked 
with  a  lack  of  interest,  although  the 
individual  players  were  on  the  whole 
very  good,  and  have  spent  their  efforts 
on  such  specialized  groups  as  the  jazz 
band  and  brass  ensemble,  which  both 
have  had  fine  records  .  .  . 

Through  the  efforts  of  many 
students,  coffee  houses  have  again 
found  a  place  in  the  weekly  social 
entertainment.  They  have  involved 
many  different  styles  and  performers, 
and  have  stimulated  the  involvement 
of  many  different  students.  These 
performances  have  been  augmented 
by  frequent  Fidelio  and  chamber 
music  concerts. 
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Because  of  this  diversity  of  talent 
and  interest,  both  the  music 
department  and  the  students  have 
enjoyed  a  successful  and  enjoyable 
year.  Not  only  has  the  school's 
outside  music  reputation  been 
heightened  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Cantata  Singers'  and  Godspell's  tours 
of  Great  Britain,  but  the 
contentedness  of  the  school  itself  has 
been  intensified.

initiation  ceremonies,  was 
opened  for  all  two  hundred  years 
of  PA  degenerates.

The  first  thing  that  strikes  a  new  senior 
is  soon  he  or  she  will  have  to  sell 
themselves  to  a  college.  Successfully! 
Here,  the  thought  of  the  application 
process  is  melded  with  the  concept  of 
college  counselling.  With  this  in 
mind,  the  P.A.  senior  prepares  himself 
for  more  organization  than  he  will 
have  ever  before  encountered.  There 
are  college  counselling  meetings  and 
personal  meetings. to  avoid  forgetting. 
Applications  need  to  be  filled  out  and 
Black  Monday  looms  in  the  distance.
